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Alcohol Proposal Accepted

The Mary Washington College ad- 
ministration approved the Ad Hoc 
Alcohol Committee's proposal rein- 
troducing the sale of beer to legal 
drinkers in the C-Shop after 5 p.m. 
on weekdays and in the Pub on 
Thursday nights. 

The policy, which was approved 
Nov. 21, is transitional and will be 
in effect for the remainder of the 
1986-87 school year. 

"It goes beyond anyone's expecta- 
tions, because everyone thought 
that any [proposal] would go into ef- 
fect next semester," said Phil 
Schmidt, chairman of the Ad hoc 
Alcohol Committee.

Another 
Name 
Change?

Signs of growth and expansion ap- 
pear everywhere at Mary 
Washington College these days. In 
an effort to grow with its communi- 
ty, the Aubade staff has considered 
a name change for the upcoming 
1987 edition of the college's literary 
and art magazine. 

"Aubade's recognition here at the 
college is somewhat clouded by the 
obscurity of its name," said 
magazine Editor-in-Chief Susan 
Ripley. 

"Some [students] see the magazine 
as elitist-solely for English or art 
majors-simply because they don't 
understand the publication's name. 
Consequently, many feel intimidated 
to submit work to the magazine, 
which, of course, leads to a decrease 
in submissions." 

Aubade is defined by The 
American Heritage Dictionary as "a 
musical composition to be played or 
sung at dawn or early in the morn- 
ing." It was chosen as the 
magazine's name in 1969 and re- 
mains to date. 

The Aubade staff, completely com- 
prised of members of the student 
Body, hopes to find a name which 
does not sacrifice simplicity for clari- 
ty, Ripley said. 

"Aubade is an opportunity for 
budding artists and writers alike of 
Mary Washington College to have 
their wroks seen and read. Here is an

"I think it [approval of the pro- 
posal] makes a positive statement 
about our administration. It shows 
that they're not the bad guys that 



many people perceive them to be," 
said Schmidt. 

"The manner in which they [the 
administration] have handled this in- 
dicates a willingness to work with • 
students," Schmidt added. "They 
are very concerned with the hap- 
piness of students at MWC." 

"If beer is sold in the C-Shop 
everyday, the underage are going to 
have to take responsibility not to 
drink, "said Beck after approval of 
the policy. 

She added that the Alcohol 
Beverage Control special agents 
have the right to take away a license 
to sell beer if underage students are 
found drinking. "It wouldn't sur- 
prise me if they monitered it [the 
C-Shop] more," she said. 



"Directly I don't think the policy 
will have any negative impact," 
Mancuso said. He added that a 
potential, indirect negative will be if 
organizations think they don't have 
to hold creative activities and enter- 
tainment to attract students. 

Mancuso said the most positive 
aspect of the approval is the positive 
attitude and how the student leaders 
and the administration worked 
together. "I think student leaders 
should really be commended," he 
said. 

Before this proposal was 
presented, Beck said, "No one came 
to say 'We don't like it, what can we 
do about it?" "I really appreciate the 
students coming to the administra- 
tion." 



"So many people perceive an ad- 
ministrative policy as written in 
stone, but they [administrative 
policies] are subject to modification 
or replacement by more suitable 
policies," said Schmidt. 

"No one took the time do 
anything about it and I think that's 
where they [the students] 
underestimate the administration," 
he added. 

"This shows student government 
can and does work for student," 
Schmidt said. 

"Students should realize that the 
Senate and Executive Cabinet made 
this work. We still have a long way 
to go-just because we have beer 
doesn't mean everything will work," 
said Mancuso. 



UCAM Chapter Greets Peace March

Brenda Peltier has come great 
distances in a year's time. One even- 
ing late last fall, she was playing 
acoustic guitar and singing during a 
special performance in the C-Shop of 
Mary Washington College. At the 
end of the evening, the hat was pass- 
ed around the C-Shop, and the au- 
dience was asked to donate money to 
Brenda to help her along the way in 
the up-coming Great Peace March. 

Nearly a year later, on the evening 
of Nov. 15, Brenda performed with 
the folk group "Collective Vision" at 
the Lincoln Memorial in Washington 
D.C. before an audience of 7,500 peo- 
ple. 

Brenda and the other members of 
"Collective Vision" arrived in 
Washington D.C. Nov. 15 after walk- 
ing 3,700 miles across the United 
States with the 700 original 
members of the Great Peace March 
for Global Nuclear Disarmament. 
Their 260-day march had finally 
brought them to the city where 
thousands are employed in the 
business of nuclear arms. 

Beginning March 1, when a thou- 
sand protesters started the walk in 
Los Angeles, the Great Peace March 
was dubbed to be a media ex- 
travaganza costing millions of 
dollars. By the time the marchers 
had crossed Southern California, 
ProPeace, the group which had 
organized the event, went bankrupt. 
Many expected the march to perish 
in the desolate Mojave Desert and to 
be utterly forgotten. 

The marchers reorganized as a 
grassroots movement, founded 



Peace City— the rainbow community 
of tents which would be their home 
for the next 8 months— and pressed 
on across the nation. 

They carried the call for nuclear 
disarmament over the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the Great Plains, through 
the Great Lakes Region and the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States, and finally to the 
nation's capitol. Young and old, 
liberal and conservative, as diverse 
as the nation they crossed, the mar- 
chers sought to educate com- 
munities along their way about the 
urgent need to rid the world of 
nuclear arms. 

The marchers were greeted Nov. 
15 by the group of about 7,500, in- 
cluding a number of people from the 
Fredericksburg area. About a dozen 
members of Mary Washington Col- 
lege's chapter of United Campuses 
to Prevent Nuclear War celebrated 
the arrival of the Great Peace 
March. 

Early that morning, some 3,000 
marchers left Meridian Hill Park and 
in total silence proceeded to 
Lafayette Park across the street 
from the White House. Their silence 
was held in respect for those who 
have suffered the effects of nuclear 
weapons and in the hope that 
generations to come shall never 
know such suffering. 

At Lafayette Park, there were 
musical performances by Pete 
Seeger, Sweet Honey and the Rock, 
and many other folk musicians. 
Speaking in praise of the marchers 
were Sen. Tom Harkin (D-Iowa), Carl 
Sagan, Dr. Benjamin Spock and 
peace activist Daniel Ellsberg. 

Inviting all at Saturday's rally to

take part in a protest at the Dept. of 
Energy on Nov. 17, Ellsberg was one 
of 137 people arrested at a sit-in 
which shut down that government 
office for two hours on the Monday 
following the marchers' arrival. The 
Dept. of Energy is responsible for 
conducting nuclear test explosions. 

The rally at Lafayette Park 
culminated with a "die-in." An air 
raid siren, signifying the ever pre- 
sent threat of nuclear war, pierced 
through the chill air of the late after- 
noon. Hundreds of people dropped to 
the gound, some weeping, and lay 
there as if dead in an expression of 
the shared grief which overwhelmed 
them at the thought of nuclear war. 

From Lafayette Park, the march 
continued to the Lincoln Memorial. 
As night fell, hundreds of candles 
were lit and placed along the Reflec- 
ting Pool.

Speaking at the candlelight vigil 
on Saturday night, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson compared the efforts of the 
Great Peace March to the struggles 
of Gandhi and Martin Luther King. 
Jackson congratulated the marchers 
for claiming a great victory "of 
courage, of perseverance, of morali- 
ty." To the cheers of thousands, 
Jackson praised the Great Peace 
Marchers and their desire for global 
disarmament. "You are right," he 
proclaimed, "you are right." 

Toward evening's end, Brenda 
Peltier and "Collective Vision" filled 
the night with song as they must 
have done all along their great trek. 
They sang of love of country, a coun- 
try to whom they had expressed 
their love as they peacefully crossed 
the nation.

Greek Issue Re- Opens

Freshmen Pat Gogigli, Andy 
Paisley and John Woodworth are 
"looking for energetic, enthusiastic, 
dedicated students to join... in the 
lobbying efforts to introduce social 
sororities and fraternities to Mary 
Washington College." 

This interest in a Greek system at 
MWC is fcne first since 1984-85 when 
the Committee on Fraternities and 
Sororites was formed to objectively 
debate and research the feasibility of 
a Greek system at MWC. 

The committee, comprised of 
students, faculty, administration 
and alumni, was dissolved "so that 
the committee would not pursue a 
hopeless measure." 

According to a memorandum 
issued by the committee, "the ad- 
ministration hope^ that through the 
new student center, as well as other 
planned additions, the College will be 
able to attain the same ends that a 
Greek system provides^ 

Thus, "(i]t was determined^.that 
because of the planned additions, the 
possibility of a system of fraternities 
and sororities was not feaseable." 

A referendum presented to the 
student body an a 1984 election 
ballot carried overwhelming accep- 
tance in promotion of a Greek 
system on campus. 

Although the campaign has 
amassed the support of roughly 20 
students, the majority being female 
underclassmen, it clearly stands in 
the primitive stages. 

"We were aware that MWC didn't 
have a Greek system when we ap- 
plied to the school. Its academic 
reputation outweighed that fact," 
said Woodworth, speaking on behalf 
of the group. 

Still, "we want to change the 
social life a little bit," said Gogiglio, 
and make MWC the "weekend col- 
lege it should be."

You are probably wondering 
how the college broke the law, but it 
is really quite obvious. 

I am not a lawyer, but as a layper- 
son, the law as I know it prohibits 
the eviction of a renter without giv- 
ing the renter thirty days notice. Not 
only did the administration violate 
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An Inquiry into Conflict 



Within the Bill of Rights which 
comprises the first article of the Con- 
stitution of Virginia, it is set forth 
"that free government rests, as does 
all progress, upon the broadest 
possible diffusion of knowledge, and 
that the Commonwealth should avail 
itself of those talents which nature 
has sown so liberally among its peo- 
ple by assuring the opportunity for 
their fullest development by an effec- 
tive system of education throughout 
the Commonwealth." If such prin- 
ciples are held to be true, Mary 
Washington College, a state sup- 
ported institution, should make 
every effort to include in the school's 
core curriculum a seminar examining 
the most crucial dilemmas confron- 
ting humanity. 

There are few, I believe, who could 
effectively argue against the fact 
that the greatest peril faced by our 
kind stems from the unprecedented 
power we have gained over the 
ecological processes which form the 
basis for life on earth. Among the 
first to articulate these dimensions 
of our crisis in his book The Fate of 
the Earth, Jonathan Schell writes 
that "the rising tide of human 
mastery over nature has brought 
about a categorical increase in the 
power of death on earth." Schell 



perceives our predicament as arising 
from the conflict between "two com- 
peting forces at work in the ...en- 
viroment— one natural.. .and the 
other man-made and man-operated." 

The study of conflict's origins and 
effects has increasingly become a 
viable academic endeavour in the re-

cent past. In his 1982 book, The 
Science of Conflict, James A. 
« Schellenberg has traced the develop- 
ment of peace studies in the twen- 
tieth century. He writes that there is 
"a growing worldwide interest in 
conflict and peace studies. Each year 
more colleges and universities offer 



courses of study in the 
area..." 

The results of a recent indepen- 
dent survey, conducted through the 
auspices of The Bullet, show that the 
institution of such a course of study 
may well be warranted at Mary 
Washington College. The survey, 
designed and interpreted by MWC 
alumnus Robert Sardiello, was ad- 
ministered from Nov. 5 through 12 
to 290 residential students randomly 
chosen from the student directory. 

Partly prompted by an earlier col- 
umn of mine which also examined 
the need for a peace studies program 
at Mary Washington College, the 
survey sought to quantitatively 
measure students' interest and 
knowledge in selected realms of 
human conflict— the nuclear arms 
race, enviromental degradation, sex- 
ual inequality, and the revolutions in 
South Africa and Central America. 
Generally, there was a high degree of 
interest in these topics, while 
students rated themselves respec- 
tively lower in their knowledge and 
understanding of these crises. 

Nearly eighty-five percent of those 
surveyed thought that it would be 
beneficial for the college to offer a 
cnnrsp devoted to conflict studv. A

The Year in Movies and Music

This year was rather disappoin- 
ting for the movie industry. Many 
films that were expected to draw in 
the crowds were dismal failures and 
those that did manage to find an au- 
dience brought in far less than usual. 

By far the most successful film of 
the year was Top Gun. Grossing well 
over $100 million and still going 
strong after six months in release, 
this Tom Cruise feature was one of 
the few certified hits of 1986. 

Adaptions were big, yet rather un- 
successful this year. Stephen King 
had two more features adapted from 
his works this year. Stand By Me 
based on The Body was a runaway 
critcal and financial smash, while 
Maximum Overdrive, based on the 
short story Trucks and directed by 
King himself, stalled at the starting 
line. Tai-pan, based on the novel by 
James Clavell was a mega-flop and 
52 Pick-up, adapted from Elmore 
Leonard's book, did only lukewarm 
business at the box office. 'Night 
Mother, based on the successful play 
disappeared after initial big city 
showings. The adaption of Nora 
Ephron's semi-autobiographical 
novel Heartburn was also a failure. 
And, finally, Children of a Lesser 
God based on the play is just now 
getting into national release. 

Big name stars, who usually draw 
in the crowds, were generally shunn- 
ed this year. Jack Nicholson and 
Meryl Streep, both Academy award 
nominees last year, struck-out with 
the afore mentioned Heartburn. 
Robert Redford, Deborah Winger 
and Daryl Hannah starred in the 
disappointing Legal Eagles. Cobra, 
expected to be the year's biggest 
movie, proved that even Sylvester 
Stallone can push meaningless 
violence so far before the public will 
reject his films. 

Sequels were big once again this 
year, but only a few managed to 
generate a great deal of business. 
Aliens proved that an intelligent 
horror film can be made and be suc- 
cessful. The Color of Money, Martin 
Scorsese's sequel to The Hustler, 
gave Tom Cruise his second hit of 
the year and proved that Paul 
Newman can still bring in the au- 
dience. The Karate Kid, part II prov- 
ed that simply rewriting the first 
film's script can make the second 
film just as successful. While 
Poltergeist II and Psycho III show- 
ed that some ideas can only be done 
so many times before the public tires 
of them. And, the success of Friday 
the Thirteenth Part VI: Jason Lives 
defies any logical explanation. 

Madonna and Prince managed to 
show that big name rock and roll 
stars should be heard and not seen, 
at least on the big screen, with the 
colossal failures of Shanghai Sur- 



prise and Under the Cherry Moon. 

Bette Midler bounced back this 
year with two smashes that also lead 
the long line of the year's cinematic- 
comedies. Ruthless People and 
Down and Out in Beverly Hills prov- 
ed that the" "Divine Miss M" is still 
one of the funniest ladies around. 
Peggy Sue Got Married marked the 
return to the director's chair for 
Francis Coppola and another great 
performance by Kathleen Turner. 
"Crocodile" Dundee turned out to be 
the falls biggest moneymaker. Also 
in the way of comedies, Rodney 
Dangerfield went Back To School 
and Matthew Broderick skipped 
school in John Hughes' Ferris 
Bueller's Day Off.

An American Tale: 

Back To The Basics

It must be hard being Don Bluth. 
The map left Walt Disney Studio 
when he felt that the bastion of 
animated features was beginning to 
get away from the classical anima- 
tion techniques which had made 
their name for so long. 

Have you ever tried to make an 
animated feature on_ your own? It 
takes a long time and a great deal of 
money. So when his last feature, The 
Secret of Nihm, failed to make 
healthy profit, Bluth took some time 
out to design laser disc video games. 
And if his new film, An American 
Tail, does well, audiences around the 
country are seemingly destined to 
remember the first name they see on 
the screen, that of the 
producer...Steven Spielberg. Well, at 
least Bluth is getting to do what he 
does best. 

Bluth understands two important 
principles in making animated films, 
animation is pretty to look at but 
needs a good story to hold interest, 
and children need to be taken to a 
movie by an adult. As a result, he 
stirkes a balance between the 
simplicity needed to captivate a 
child (or the child in an adult) and the 



meat of a story to keep his audience 
interested. 

When the elements of story and 
animation are not totally intertwin- 
ed, a film will either be fun to look at

but uninteresting (such as The Black 
Cauldron) or lose much of the flavor 
which distinguished animaion from 
live action (such as in The Lord of the 
Rings). 

It is interesting to see, after a 
period of experimentation that the 
differing techniques of animation are 
being integrated together. An 
American Tale consists primarily of 
classical animation, but it does have 
some scenes which were shot as live 
action and painted over for the 
detailed effect or realistic motion. 
These are the best examples of this 
animation technique seen in film 
thus far, primarily because Bluth 
does not overuse the gimmick. 



Generally those live action shots 
which are painted over are done so to 
distinguish something, to make it 
stand out from the classical anima- 
tion, and for the most part, avoids 
the grainy and shadowed look that 
has pestered that form in the past. 

As far as the drawn animation 
goes, it is generally of very high 
quality. It lacks some of the sheer 
splendor of the immensely detailed 
Disney films (up until about the time 
of Sleeping Beauty), but the screen is 
filled and the background is given 
the same attention as the principle 
characters, which really makes a 
noticeable difference. 

And of course, there is Fievel 
Mouskewitz, the hero. Lost at sea, 
he is an immigrant trying to find his 
family somewhere in New York while 
hanging onto his hat. Fievel is 
adorable without being obviously 
created to be marketed, and the sup- 
porting characters are all given 
strong distinctive personalities. 

The story, and music are decidedly 
upbeat, and Bluth does not hesitate 
to try to use patriotic symbols to try 
to bring out emotion. Only the most 
hardened cynics will mind. An 
American Tail is a return to the 
animated tradition which has enter- 
tained both children and adults for 
so long.

When is an actor not an actor? 
When does a performance cease be- 
ing a performance and become the 
real thing? When you're William 
Hurt and Marlee Matlin in the film 
version of Mark Medoff's Tony 
award-winning play Children of a 
Lesser God. 

Children of a Lesser God is the 
story of James Leeds (Hurt), a 
rather unorthodox teacher, who 
comes to a school for the Deaf to 
teach the students to speak and read 
lips. At the school, he meets Sarah 
Norman (Matlin) a beautiful, in- 
telligent, yet angry young woman, 
who, though she was one of the 
brightest students at the school, 
chooses to work as a janitor. 

James attempts to teach Sarah to 
speak, yet she refuses because she 
wishes to be accepted as a deaf per- 
son and not transformed into a 
second-rate hearing person. While 
attempting to convince her to learn 
to speak, James falls in love with 



Sarah and thus begins the soulsear- 
ching story of two people from com- 
pletely different worlds trying to 
find a common ground where they 
can co-exist. 

The performances of Hurt and 
Matlin (who really fell in love during 
filming) are the stuff that Academy 
awards are made of. Hurt, who won 
the Oscar last year, gives the most 
amazing and convincing perfor- 
mance of his career. He is warm, fun- 
ny and absolutely brilliant as the 
caring James. Marlee Matlin, a deaf 
actress in her first feature role, has a 
tougher job. She speaks in only one

scene in the two hour film, the rest of 
the time she communicates only in 
sign language and body language. 
She gives a riveting and moving per- 
formance as the angry, mistrusting, 
yet vulnerable Sarah. 

Director Randa Haines combines 
fantastic performances with 
beautiful scenery to give the au- 
dience a movie that tugs at their

hearts and makes them think. 

Children of a Lesser God works on 
the theme that we all want to be ac- 
cepted for who and what we are. 
Sarah's refusal to speak is her way of 
saying, accept me for what I am. But 
it's also her fear of failure and 
ridicule that make her refuse to 
speak and also makes it hard for her 
to trust others. 

The movie is brilliant. It is emo- 
tional and filled with scenes that 
evoke feelings from the audience. 
Watching James teach deaf teens to 
speak their first words or to "hear" 
music. Watching Sarah swim in a 
pool all alone in her silent world. 
Watching James and Sarah fight or 
make love. These scenes and many 
others bring out our emotions and 
are so powerful we can't help but res- 
pond by laughing, crying, feeling 
angry or in some other way. 

Children of a Lesser God is an ex- 
traordinary film. It contains some 
performances that are sure to be 
remembered at Oscar time. It is a 
picture that, simply put, will make 
you feel good.

The Other: Mysterious Questions & 

Terrifying Answers

It's not often that I can find a hor- 
ror novel that was not written by 
Stephen King and that I like. But, 
I've just discovered a whopper of a 
scary story. The Other by Thomas 
Tryon is a grizzly tale of obsession, 
secrets and twisted love. 

The Other is set in Connecticut 
and begins innocently enough. We 
are introduced to the Perry twins, 
dark and deceptive Holland and 
carefree and spirited Niles. The 
thirteen-year old brothers are mirror 
images of each other and like things 
seen in a mirror they are exact op- 
posites. They were born on different 
days and have different zodialogical 
signs. Like any other young boys 
they have secrets, but their secrets 
are not like those of others their age. 

The twins live on a farm. A once 
bright and cheerful place, it is now 
dark and gloomy, because of the 
series of mysterious and deadly hap- 
penings that have plagued the Perry 
family and those around them. Their 
father was killed in a farming acci- 
dent. Their cousin, Russell, was im- 
paled on a misplaced pitchfork when 
he jumped from a barn rafter into a 
haystack. An elderly neighbor died 
under questionable circumstances. 
Their mother fell down a flight of 
stairs and was paralized. And final- 
ly, their sister Torrie's baby has 



been stolen from her crib in the mid- 
dle of the night. 

These events evoke many ques- 
tions in the reader's mind. Are they

accidents? What is the mysterious 
secret shared by Niles and Holland? 
Why does Holland spend so much 
time away from the farm? What did 
Ms. Jocelyn-Marie say that caused 
the even tempered Niles to fly into a 
violent rage? And, where is the 
baby? All I can say is, ask the twins. 
Ask the Other. 
The Other is a fascinating story. It 



is a gripping tale full of terrifying 
surprises. Tryon is very descriptive 
when it comes to these surprises, so 
this book is not for the weak of 
stomach. 

Tryon writes in a style that seems 
right out of the late nineteenth or 
early twentieth centuries. Though 
the book was written in 1971 it reads 
like a gothic tale of horror and not at 
all like the modern stories of Stephen 
King. Where King would use a 
"tool" like telekinesis or a haunted 
house or a creature in a sewer, Tryon 
uses the darker side of human nature 
to scare us. He doesen't use demons 
or devils. He uses real people and 
situations that might really happen 
and adds his own little terrifying 
twists. 

The oddest thing about The Other 
is that with all the deadly and evil 
goings on, the main theme of the 
novel is one centering around love. 
Can one person love another too 
much? Is it possible to wish the dead 
alive? What is the ultimate price of 
too much love? 

Anyone who has never read a 
Thomas Tryon novel is missing a 
really terrifying treat. If you like no 
holds barred horror that pulls you in 
and never lets go, I suggest that you 
pick up The Other. But be warned, 
this novel is not for the weak-willed 
or easily grossed-out. What? You 
don't believe me? Then just ask the 
Other.

full seventy-five percent indicated 
that they would enroll in such a 
class. 

There are, of course, classes of- 
fered at this school which touch 
upon the nature of conflict and the 
means of its resolution. Two ex- 
amples are Social Problems, offered 
by the Dept. of Sociology and An- 
thropology, and Bioethics, offered 
jointly through the Depts. of 
Biology and of Classics, Philosphy, 
and Religion. However, there has yet 
to be a seminar offered which in- 
tricately examines the problems of 
conflict in the nuclear age. 

In order that the students of this 



college may responsibly deal with 
the legacy of potential annihilation 
which this century has bestowed 
upon them, it is vital that they come 
to understand the realities of living 
in a world where the casualties of 
human conflict could one day 
number in the billions. The survival 
of the world depends "upon the 
broadest possible diffusion of 
knowledge" about the nuclear arms 
race and the ecological crisis in 
which we find ourselves intricately

The MWC athletes need your sup- 
port. Many students blame the 
athletic department for lack of 
school spirit, but they are wrong in 
doing so. School spirit is something 
that is generated inside of the in- 
dividual. It's a sense of pride in the 
college community, a willingness to 
belong and a recognition of worth. 

No, Mary Washington College is 
not one that students readily 
remember for any one particular 
area, such as sports or parties, 
despite MWC's academic reputation. 
Students remember schools like 
JMU, UVA and VA-Tech, but MWC 
is just as important. Although Mary 
Wash does not give athletic scholar- 
ships, its athletes still work as hard 



as any Division I or Division II 
school athletes, and sometimes even 
harder. It is depressing to hear 
students talking about VA-Tech 
football or getting season passes for 
UVA basketball games. These peo- 
ple get so involved in what every 
other school is doing but their own. 
And yet, most would rarely even 
think about attending a MWC 
basketball game or a soccer, lacrosse 
or field hockey match. Think of how 
discouraging it must be to know that 
what you do out on a court, in a pool 
or on a playing field doesn't interest 
your fellow students. 

But it should matter. These 
athletes are helping to make a name 
for Mary Washington College and 
they should be commended. They are 
not just dumb jocks. Mary 
Washington College does not admit 
dumb people. The athletes of MWC 
made it into this school on their 
academic credentials, which are just 
as good, or better than, the non- 
athletic community. So why do some 
criticize them? Why don't more 
students show up for their games? 

It certainly isn't for lack of perfor- 
mance on their part. This fall, out of 
the seven varsity teams eligible for 
post season play, four teams made it. 
The women's tennis team finished 



their season ranked 3rd in the nation 
with an 11-1 record, losing only to 
Division II Georgetown, the 
women's volleyball team are the 
EC AC South Champions for the se- 
cond year in a row, the men's soccer 
team are the ECAC South Cham- 
pions in soccer and the women's 
cross country team has advanced to 
national competition. The men's 
rugby club finished second in the 
Virginia Rugby Union state tourna- 
ment, women's soccer played well in 
their first season as a varsity sport 
and the men's waterpolo team, also 
in their first season.showed great 
strength, promise and determina- 
tion. 

According to athletic director Dr. 
Ed Hegmann, "Collectively this has 
probably been one of the best falls. I 
can't remember when we've all come 
together like this....I think it's a 
tribute to a lot of hard work. They 
put a lot of effort into the season." 

And that hartl work and effort 
should be recognized and respected 
by the MWC community. Because, 
after all, the MWC athletes are 
champions. If they have come this 
far without overwhelming student 
support, who knows what they could 
accomplish with all of Mary 
Washington College behind them?

The divers on the MWC team, "are 
members of the swim team, they just 
specialize in diving like other people 
specialize in freestyle or 
breaststroke," said swim and dive 
coach Richards. 

The divers, sophmore Greg 
Heberle, junior Donna Crowder, 
senior Nancy and freshman Laura 
Schimler, can compete in 1 meter 
diving and 3 meter diving. The first 
diving competition in a meet is the 1 
meter diving held off the 1 meter 
board. The divers do seven required 
dives each and are given scores rang- 
ing from 1 to 10 on the quality of the 



dive. After this event the 1 meter op- 
tional diving is held. In this event 
the divers choose 6 dives to perform. 
Each dive has a degree of difficulty 
rating, which is multiplied with the 1 
scores of the three judges. So the 
harder the dive the diver performs, 
the greater the degree of difficulty, 
and the higher the score, provided 
that he or she doesn't crash and burn 
during the dive. 

Three meter diving is done the 
same way as 1 meter diving, except 
that no required dives are done, only 
optionals. And the diving is done 
from the 3 meter board. The diving 
scoresare tallied up and counted as 
three different events, 1 meter op- 
tional, 1 meter required and 3 meter. 
These three events count, score wise, 
the same as three individual swimm- 
ing events with scores given for first 
through fifth places. , 

The diving tearnls anintegral part 
of the swim team and competes in all 
the meets that the swim team com- 
petes in. Come out and support the 
MWC Swim and Dive Team as they 
go through this year!
